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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-15, 21-28 and 43-46, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Anderson et al, US. Pat. No. 6,594,71 1. 

3. Claims 1, 3-6, 22-26 and 43-46, Anderson teaches a method [title, abstract], comprising: 

interconnecting a compute node [CPU 411, 412, 413, 414 of Fig. 4] with a shared 
memory node [abstract]; 

translating a processor instruction into an interconnect command [col. 8, lines 1- 
52, col 11 lines 18-60]; 

transforming the interconnect command into DMA interconnect command [col. 8, 
lines 1-52, col. 11, lines 18-60]; 

transmitting the DMA interconnect command via a link medium[F/g. 4]; and 

performing an operation defined by the DMA interconnect command [abstract, 
col. 3, lines 1-35]. 

4. Claim 2, Anderson teaches the shared memory node is not immediately adjacent to the 
compute node [Fig. 4\ 
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5. Claim 7, Anderson teaches the link medium includes a serial link medium [col. 9, lines 
36-45], 

6. Claims 8-15, Anderson teaches the interconnect command defines a format ... [col 8, 
line 53 thru col. 9, line 34\ 

7. Claim 27, Anderson teaches interconnecting includes utilizing at least one ... [col 9, 
lines 36-45]. 

8. Claim 27, Anderson teaches the compute node interconnect interface unit includes; a 
processor bus; a memory bus . . . [Figs. 5-7]. 

9. Claim 28, Anderson teaches the shared memory interconnect interface unit includes; a 
processor bus; ... [Fig. 4\ 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 16-20 and 29-42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
